daily to have their Converſation in Heaven, 
and to prepare their Souls more and more 
for the bleſſed Manſions of eternal Glory. 
Conſider the happy Condition which theſe 
enjoy, and it muſt incite in our Souls a moſt 
lively Senſe of the Love of God, inflame 
our Affections, and endear to every one, 


who has the leaſt regard to Holineſs and Re- 


ligion, the Memory and Name of that Per- 
ſon, whoſe Soul it hath pleas d God, to poſ- 
ſeſs in ſo bigh a Degree, with this heavenly 
Grace of Charity. Impoſſible will it be, 
that we ſhould know theſe Things, and 
be unmov'd, if we are not loſt to all 
Senſe of Humanity as well as Religion; im- 
poſſible will it be, that we ſhall not break 
forth into Joy, and with all good Men, and 
with the heavenly Hoſt, join in Praiſe. and

Zeal for the Honour of God 1s then doubt- 
leſs moſt religiouſly and unqueſtionably 
ſhown, when the Inſtances we expreſs it by, 
in the moſt effectual manner, at the ſame time, 
promote the Divine Glory, and our Love 
for our Fellow-Creatures: Thoſe, above 
whom we are plac'd in this World, no other- 
wiſe than by the accidental Diſtinctions of 
good Fortune. Did not he, that made me 
in the Womb, make the meaneſi of our Bre- 
thren? * and what has the greateſt among 
Men, that he did not receive? The Excel- 
lence then of this Charity cannot require 
much Labour, to make the Impreſſion of it 
deep upon our Souls; and its Uſefulneſs will 
moſt eafily appear, if we conſider, with 
what Weight the Alurements of Sin always 
engage us in every Part of Life. For, tho 


0 the Struggles and Conteſts between the Cor- 


ruptions of Nature, and the Suggeſtions of 
the Spirit be continual, yet our Weakneſs, 
eſpecially in our younger Years, muſt make 


the Offers of Grace often ineffectual, when 


we want the Aſſiſtance of that Care and 
Guidance, which is neceſſary, to keep our 
Feet from going aſtray, to which they ſo 
eaſily incline, and to direct them, to the 
Paths of Righteouſneſs and Peace, in which

extremely agreeable, fo that our Danger, at 
that Age, in which we are moſt inapprehen- 
five of it, and leaſt capable of making Re- 
fiſtance,is certainly the greateſt. Among(tthofe 
whoſe, natural Temper and Diſpoſition ſeem 8 
to encourage our good Hopes of them, even 
amongſt thoſe, how many are there, who for 
want of this Care, either by the Neglect or 
Inability, or Death of their Parents and Sure- 


ties, have grown harden'd in Sin, before

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Infinite are the other ee of this 
Charity, if we conſider the Influence which 
it muſt have upon their Souls, whoſe Infan- 
cy has been cher iſh d, and whoſe Proſperity, 
as well as Religion, is owing to that Know- 
ledge, which by theſe means they have been 
advanced to. What Thoughts muſt theſe 
Men bave, when grown to be wealthy and 
conſiderable in the World, of the Excellence 
of Charity? What Regard and Diligence 
muſt it oblige them, and, by their Example, 
others to uſe, in the Care and Education of 
their young Ones? And conſequently, how 
univerſal muſt be the Advantage of it to Re.

But the Time 
will not allow me to enlarge on theſe Con- 
fiderations, whilſt his other Charities equally 
permanent and glorious, as jaſtly demand, 
by us, to be had in everlaſting Remembrance. 

Such is the unhappineſs of the Age, in 
which we live, the Inſtances of eminent 
Virtue are ſo common, that his Reputation, 
in whom there is but the bare Image and 
Reſemblance of a ſingle Virtue, ſhall ſoon 
ſpread and grow; but where the Exerciſe 
of any one is real, and proceeds from a

that this excellent Man, could no more con- 
fine the Inſtances of his Virtue, to Charity 
in particular, than he could the Actions, 
whereby he exemplified that Virtue, to this 
Place alone, towards which,in the exerciſe of 
it, he has ſhewn ſo eſpecial aRegard andLove.

tions. This Vice is too apt to grow upon 
us, to take the advantage of our gray Hain; 
and the dotage of our Life. The noble 
Schemes for Charity and good Works, which 
ſo many have form d, in the warmth af 
their Blood and their Devotion, how fte 
quently have they miſcarryd, when they 
Have been put off, to the cool Thoughts oi 
gur old Age; when they have been delay d, 
to wait for ripenefs in a Seaſon, at which 
we are cold as Death, our Spirits as unactive 
às our Bodies, and we as unwilling, to reſigu 
our Riches, as our Souls, into his Hands, who} 
gave them? How nearly does theBehaviour of 
fuch,reſemble that of dyingMen, who catch at, 
graſp, and hold faſt every thing? geſides, how 
great is the Hazard that we never may be 
Able to accompliſh, what we thus de lay the 
Performance of. We become incapable, 
not only from the want of difpoſition, not

- ForRiches certainly make themſelves Wing: 
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L inſiſt on this ſubject the more particular- 
ly, notonly in hopes thereby to incite thoſe, 
whom #t may concern, ſeriouſly to weigh, 
within their own Breaſts, the danger of de- 
laying the Opportunities and the Power, 
which God has put into their Hands of do-

to our great Benefactor. It was the peculi- 
liar Gift of God to bim, that his Hand was 
as extended at the laſt, as when he firſt be- 
gan to diſtribute and to diſperſe abroad :

Had he carried on his Actions, with any 
improper View, he had eaſily been diverted. 
Thoſe, who upon Principles of Popularity, 
Oſtentation and Pride, perform Actions, 
which carry with them the appearance of 
Charity, and Generoſity, ſoon grow cool 
in their purſuit. Every check or diſappoint- 
ment, every ſuſpicion of a diſcovery in 
their Deſi igns, the Pretence of ill Uſage, and 
Ingratitude, the Unſucceſstulneſs, and not 
anſwering the good End they propoſe, each 
of theſe is ſufficient to cancel. all the Obli- 
gations, Engagements and Deſigns of promot- 
ing or continuing any publick Good, they 
have thought upon, or contributed towards 
the ſupport of. But how very different 
was his Behaviour! On theſe occaſions. we 
lind n reaſons to complain of * 
a rom 
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from whom it is expected. both by God and 
Man, that they ſhould aſſiſt with their Con- 
tributions, to ſupport the Charity: Schools, as 
in others, fo more eſpecially in this popu- 
Jous and wealthy City ; where, without any 
known Reaſon, thoſe Sabſcriptions, which 
Have for the Courſe of ſome Years, been 
continued, are on a ſudden ſtopt, and with- 
drawn. With regard to theſe particular 


Charities, this was foreſeen by our wiſe Be- 


nefaQor: who. as it were, for theſe Reaſons 
ſeems to bave us'd this Caution, in the Of- 
fers, which he made for their Promotion, 
that he would largely contribute to every 
One, on this Condition, that a Sum ſhould 
be rais d, to make every, or any of
